Subject. —Import Policy fo-r the licensing period April 1972_ March 1973— 

Eligibility for making applications. 

No. 194-ITC(PN)/72. —Attention is invited to paras 11 and 2S of Section I of 
the I.T.C. Policy Red Book (Vol. 1) for April 1972—March 1973 in terms of 
which applications for licences for import of raw materials, components and 
spares are to be made after utilising the previous set of licences and release 
orders for raw material components and spares upto the prescribed extent, as 
indicated below: — 

(a) Units engaged in priority industries. —The unutilised value of out¬ 
standing licences/release orders in hand on the date of application 
is not more than the c.i.f, value of consumption for the replenishment 
of which the import licence is claimed. The unutilised value of 
licence to be taken into account for this purpose will be the balance 
value available in the customs copies of the licences, reduced by 
the amount (a) for which firm commitments have been made by 
opening letters of credit, and (b) for which firm commitments have 
been made with the Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre 
(IRMAC) set up by the State Trading Corporation. The unutilised 
value of release order for this purpose will be the value for which

neither the goods have been lifted from the canalising agency, nor 
payment for the goods has been made to the canalising agency to 
the extent that it constitutes a firm commitment for lifting tnc goods 
against the release order. 

(b) Units engaged in industries other than priority industries: Import 
Licences .—Import licences have been utilised to the extent oi 90 per 
cent by way of opening letter of credit/firm commitment made with 
the Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre (IRMAC), or 00 per 
cent by way at actual importation/supplies drawn from the IRMAC, 
or 70 per cent by shipment of goods. 

Release Orders .—Goods have been lifted from the canalising agency to the 
extent of at least 60 per cent of the quantity or value covered by 
the release order, or the payment of the goods has been made by 
the applicant to the extent that it constitutes a firm commitment 
for lifting at least 90 per cent of the quantity or value of the goods 
covered by the release order. 

2. It Is (clarified, that applications from units who are unable to utilise the 
previous set of licences/release orders for raw materials, components and spares 
upto the specified extent and surrender the unutilised licence(s)/release order!s) 
to the licensing authority will also be eligible for making applications lor grant 
of licences for import of raw' materials, components and spares to the licensing 
authorities concerned in terms of the import policy for the period April 1972- 
March 1973. provided in their case the aggregate of the value actually utilised in 
the aforesaid manner and the value surrendered is not less than the value for 
which the applicant has to ^ow utilisation of the previous Reenees/release 
orders in order to become eligible to the next licences/relense orders. In ether 
words, this would mean that the value of iicences/release orders surrendered 
will be taken as having been utilised for the purpose of determining eligibility.
